DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's election of Specie I (figures 1-2, claims 1-3, and 6-10) in the reply 
filed on 08/13/08 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically 
point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been 
treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claims 6-7 recite "the plurality of semiconductor packages further comprises an 
interposer" not read on Specie I (figures 1-2) and claim 10 recites "The module 
according to claim 1 , further comprising a second radio communication element" 
read on Specie III (figure 5) and not read on Specie I. Therefore, claims 6-7, 10 
are withdrawn from further consideration as being drawn to non-elected subject 
matter. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1 , 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 



Takahashi et al. (U.S. Patent 5,903,239, submitted by Applicant). 
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As to claims 1, 8-9, Takahashi et al. discloses a module as shown in figure 1 
comprising: 

a substrate (51 , which is a single side substrate having a plurality of conductive 
patterns (7, 8a) act as power or ground conductive layers; and a plurality of 
semiconductor packages (52, column 3, line 4), each comprising a semiconductor chip 
(5), mounted on the substrate (51 ); wherein each of the plurality of semiconductor 
packages (52) comprises a first radio communication element (62) mounted on a 
surface of the chip (5), and the first radio communication element (62) is constituted 
independently of the semiconductor chip. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Takahashi et al. in view of Park (U.S. Patent 7,365,683). 

Regarding claims 2-5, Takahashi et al. discloses all of the limitations of the 
claimed invention except for each of the plurality of semiconductor packages further 
comprises a resin portion for sealing the semiconductor chip or a shielding layer for 
blocking an EMI of the package. Park teaches an antenna system as shown in figure 
2E comprising a sealing resin (90) can be act as a shielding (ground) layer to seal the 
package (60). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
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time the invention was made to have a teaching of Park employed in the system of 
Takahashi in order to protect moister, reduce heat, and achieve EMI.
